In announcing the pro¬ 
cedure to be followed the letter 
continues, as follows: 

"The policy of the Chamber of 
Commerce and the California 
Taxpayers' Association is to first 
establish the facts and then make 
definite recommendations, based 
upon those facts which will be 
submitted to the people through¬ 
out the county, as well as to var¬ 
ious governmental officials. 

"It is not the policy of the 
committee to demand a certain 
percentage reduction and then try 
to stir up sentiment to force the 
governing bodies to accede to 
what appears to be public de¬ 
mand but which has been based 
upon mob psychology. 

“In other words, this commit¬ 
tee will make definite recommen¬ 
dations for better efficiency and 
lower costs in government. This 
study will be welcomed by pub¬ 
lic officials, employes and the 
general public and is the only 
way in which the problem can 
be solved."

A proposal will be made at the November election 
to do awav with trust deeds in favor of mortgages;

led into thinking that this move will be in the 
interest of the borrower.

Is Explained

Many Thousands Seek Help 
From Government's lat¬ 
est Relief Agency- 

Thousands of citizens are be¬ 
sieging the new Home Loan Bank 
In Los Angeles with no idea of 
the procedure necessary to secure 
the loans they seek and therefore 
unprepared for the disappoint¬ 
ment that awaits them. In an 
effort to prevent these disap¬ 
pointments and acquaint the pub¬ 
lic with the functions of the new 
government institution, officials 
of the bank are calling attention 
to a recent interview with Sena¬ 
tor James E. Watson, of Indiana, 
explaining the mission of these 
banks now being established 
throughout the country and sug¬ 
gesting that intending borrowers 
consult their local banks, build¬ 
ing and loan associations or other 
similar institutions which are au¬ 
thorized to negotiate the loans. 

Explaining the purpose of the 
Home Loan Banks, Senator Wat¬ 
son said: 

“The object of the Home Loan 
Law is to save old homes and 
build new ones. When in full op¬ 
eration it will prevent foreclos¬ 
ure of mortgages on vast num¬ 
bers of homes and permit the 
construction of new ones by those 
who are without sufficient money. 

“There are 12,000 building and 
loan associations in the United 
States with a membership of over 
12,000,000 and assets of $9,000,- 
000,000. Of this sum $8,000,000,- 
000 has been lent on small home 
mortgages. The aggregate of 
liens on homes in all organiza¬ 
tions of this type totals $20,000,- 
000 , 000 , 

“I am asked every day to state 
just how the Home Loan Banks 
will work to benefit the man who 
had a mortgage on his home and 
who cannot pay the monthly in¬ 
stall There is but one an¬ 

swer- 

“When this system is in opera¬ 
tion, the association, of whatever 
type that holds the mortgage on 
the home can put it up as collat¬ 
eral in a Federal Home Loan 
Bank, and thus supply itself with 
cash that will enable it to carry 
along those mortgagors who can¬ 
not meet their installments. It 
can thus acquire means to make 
longer-term mortgages and at a 
lower rate of interest than the 
existing ones and in that way 
sustain a mortgagor until he 
again begins his installment pay¬ 
ments.” 

Commenting on this interview 
of Senator Watson, the Upland 
News in its current issue has 
this to say: 

“There is something of inter¬ 
est here for every American. 
Nothing so adds to the stability 
of American institutions and the 
perpetuation of American princi¬ 
ples, as widely diffused home 
ownership. The difference be¬ 
tween such ownership and ten¬ 
ancy might well spell the differ¬ 
ence between the republican form 
of government and a bolshevik 
autocracy. 

“There is no calculating in 
mere figures the good that may 
be accomplished by this home 
loan bank bill, because a great 
deal of the good cannot be meas¬ 
ured in dollars and cents. And 
by way of passing- it may be 
added that the new home loan 
bank bill is another answer to 
the demagogic charges of Presi¬ 
dent Hoover's political enemies 
that nothing has been done for 
the ordinary man. It is only one 
of the answers that might be 
given and it is an effective one.”
